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Seasonal Rentals Legislation Signed Into Law — 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


Landlords of seasonal rentals in the Hamptons 
can, legally, collect security and advance payments 
thanks to a law that rights an unintended conse- 
quence of earlier housing legislation reforms. 

Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. (I-Sag Harbor) 
announced last week that legislation he wrote to 
clarify that certain seasonal rentals are excluded 
from the provisions regulating deposits and ad- 
vances for residential dwelling units under the 
. Housing Stability and Tenant Protection Act of 2019 
(HSTPA), has officially been signed into law. The bill 
takes effect immediately. 

In a statement, Thiele explains that it is common 
practice on the East End and in other vacation des- 
tinations to require a single payment for the entire 
term of the seasonal rental. “If the act were to be 
applied to seasonal use rentals, that practice would 
not be permitted,” the statement continued. “This 
new law will make clear that the provisions of the 
HSTPA relating to security and advances does not 
apply to rentals of registered seasonal use dwelling 
units.” 

The HSTPA provided housing reforms intended to 
protect tenants in relation to permanent residential 
housing and was not intended to apply to seasonal 
rentals, Thiele said. 

One provision in the HSTPA prohibited landlords 
from requiring a “deposit or advance” in excess of 
one month's rent. Some argued that the limitation 
could also be applied to seasonal use tenancies. The 
State Attorney General, responsible for enforcing 
the law, did not offer an opinion on whether the act 
would apply to seasonal use rentals, but it nonethe- 
less left landlords and rental agents in a quandary. 

Timothy Kelly, who is the Douglas Elliman Real 
Estate branch manager for Sag Harbor and Mon- 
tauk, said the HSTPA was meant to protect perma- 
nent tenants. The landlord is only able to collect 
only one month’s security deposit in advance. Term 
rentals in the Hamptons are a different story. 

“Since the rental period is sometimes one to three 
months, the utilities stay in the homeowner’s name 
and the security can be more than one month’s rent 
due to excess services or cost. Also the house is fur- 
nished with all the household items so you would 
need to collect more security. The houses are not 
rented vacant,” he said. 

Typically landlords of seasonal rentals collected 
a single payment for the entire rental term and se- 
curity/utility deposits, Kelly continued. “This com- 
mon business practice is pertinent to the real estate 
income and the local economy. The tenants can 
leave after one month and then it is impossible to 
find a tenant for the short seasonal term,” he said. 
“We do not have time to re-rent the property as 
many leases are signed way in advance. Our season 
is short for the summer when most people want to 
rent and if the tenant vacates with one month paid 
it is difficult to re-rent the property in time for the 
seasonal rental.” 

Thiele agreed. “Summer rentals are a vital part

of the local economy on the East End,” he said. 
“A change in well-accepted business practices of 
requiring a single payment for a seasonal rental 
would adversely affect the real estate market and 
our economy.” 

Thiele introduced the new bill in February to 
right the wrong. 

There are some conditions exempting seasonal 
rentals from the HSTPA, however. The tenants of 
such rentals must have a primary residence to re- 
turn to with that address listed in the lease. The 
seasonal rental also must be registered with the ap- 
propriate local government, county or state registry 
and cannot rented for more than 120 days in each 
calendar year. 

Judi Desiderio, the CEO of Town & Country Real 
Estate, who wrote to Thiele, then Governor Andrew 
Cuomo and other lawmakers in February 2020 with 
her concerns about the issues the HSTPA caused. 


The new law still has flaws, she said, pointing to the 


rental registry requirement, which she said not ev- 
ery town has. 

“That’s ridiculously limiting and unattainable for 
some,” she said, adding that Southampton Town has 
a rental permit, but no registry while East Hampton 
Town has a registry but no rental permit. 

Thiele thanked Governor Kathy Hochul “for rec- 
ognizing that these types of short-term tenancies 
require a different regulatory approach than per- 
manent dwellings by signing this important legisla- 
tion into law.” 


The legislation was sponsored in the Senate by ” 


State Senator Brian Kavanagh (D-Manhattan). It 
passed both houses in June. 
In December 2020, Thiele also fought to exclude 


seasonal rentals from the Emergency Eviction and 
Foreclosure Prevention Act. In July, he also voted 
against the Tenants Safe Harbor Act calling it 
“over-broad by including seasonal rentals utilized 
for vacation purposes, which were not primary 
residences.” It led, he said later that year, to well- - 
documented cases of abuse on the East End. 

“The exclusion of seasonal rentals from the Emer- 
gency Eviction and Foreclosure Prevention Act rec- 
ognizes that these types of short-term tenancies 
require a different regulatory approach than per- 
manent dwellings,” he said at the time. 
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State Won't 
Appeal Sand Land 
Court Loss

The New York State Attorney General’s of- 
fice has declined to file an appeal seeking to 
overturn a ruling that nullified a controver- 
sial Noyac sand mine’s permit, but the court 
battle is not over yet. 

Attorneys for Sand Land have filed a mo- 
tion asking the state’s highest court, the 
Court of Appeals, to hear arguments in the 
case. 

“This is a major victory for water quality 
and the environment,” state Assemblyman 
Fred W. Thiele Jr. (I-Sag Harbor) said of 
state Attorney General Letitia James’ office 
declining to continue defending the case. 

The Town of Southampton had sued the 
DEC, arguing that the permit ran afoul of 
town code prohibiting mines. A Suffolk 
County court ruled last year that the mine’s 
permit was valid but an appeals court panel 
had ruled in May that the state Department 
of Environmental Conservation had violated 
state environmental law when it granted a 
permit for the expansion of the Sand Land 
mine in 2018. 

The mine has raised concerns that it could 
impact drinking water quality by removing 
sand that filters water seeping into the aqui- 
fer from where water is drawn. Neighbors 
have also raised concerns that the mine has 
been operating after the court ruling and the 
town issuing a stop-work order. 

James’ office declined to comment on the 
case. Thiele urged the DEC to immediately 
shut down the mine. The DEC appears to be 
taking a wait-and-see approach. 

“As the matter is currently subject to liti- 
gation, DEC cannot comment at this time,” a 
spokeswoman for the agency said.

Barney the Missing 
Bull Is Home Safe 
After 2 Months Free

On Wednesday, September 22, at approximately 11 
p.m., Barney, the 1,500-pound bull who had received 
a great deal of attention after he escaped captivity in 
July, was safely captured by Mike Stura of Skylands 
Animal Sanctuary & Rescue at the former duck farm 
located on Barnes Road in Moriches. 

-Barney had originally been seen after escaping a 
slaughter house on the Moriches farm property on 
the eve of July 20. He was seen running through a 
residential neighborhood in the Moriches/Mas- 
tic area. Barney had avoided capture for over two 
months, according to Suffolk SPCA’s announcement 
about his recovery. 

Stura, who was tasked with rescuing Barney safely, 
set up a coral as well as a feeder to lure the bull to that 
specific location at the former duck farm. Now that 
he’s been recaptured, Barney is eluding slaughter 
and will instead live out his days at Skylands Animal 
Sanctuary & Rescue, a 232-acre farm housing many 
rescued and abused animals in Wantage, New Jersey. 

Suffolk County SPCA Chief Roy Gross thanked the 
Suffolk County Police Department and Suffolk Coun- 
ty Police Aviation for their assistance throughout the 
process. “They made all department resources avail- 
able, including helicopters, drones and digital signs 
on Sunrise Highway warning drivers to use caution,”

Gross explained, adding, “We posted signs through- 
out the area warning residents to be cautious and to 
contact authorities immediately.” 

The organization’s SPCA large animal veterinarian 
was also available to ensure the health of the animal. 
Suffolk SPCA was the lead agency in coordinating the 
efforts to bring Barney to safety. 

“We would like to thank everyone for their support 
and concern as well as rescue groups who also assist- 
ed during this ordeal,” Gross said in an email about 
the successful effort. “Great job-of collaboration by 
all who participated.” 


Chris Cuomo 


Accused of Grabbing 
Colleague's Butt

The latest high-profile media figure to be accused 
of sexual harassment is Chris Cuomo, the Southamp- 
ton resident, CNN anchor and brother of disgraced 
ex-Gov. Andrew Cuomo, who recently resigned amid 
several scandals. 

Shelley Ross, Chris Cuomo’s former boss at ABC 
News, penned a guest essay in The New York Times on 
Friday in which she said Chris grabbed and squeezed 
her buttocks in front of her husband during a party in 
New York City 16 years ago. 

“IT have no grudge against Mr. Cuomo; I’m not look- 
ing for him to lose his job,” she wrote. “Rather, this 
is an opportunity for him and his employer to show 
what accountability can look like in the MeToo era. 
Accountability has been the cornerstone of the MeToo 
movement, leading to tangible results and even justice, 
consequences for harassers and the possibility of real 


change.” 

As we previously reported, Chris Cuomo advised 
his older brother Andrew Cuomo on how to handle 
the negative publicity and multiple investigations into 
allegations of sexual harassment lodged against the 
former governor. 

Ross, who had previously served as the younger 
Cuomo brother’s executive producer at Primetime 
Live, detailed the explosive allegations and included an 
image of an email he later sent her apologizing for his 
behavior. These charges come just over a month after 
Andrew stepped down. She suggested Chris use the 
revelations as an opportunity to better cover the sub- 
ject of harassment against women on his show, Cuomo 
Prime Time. 

Chris allegedly groped Ross at a going away party for 
one of their ABC colleagues on June 1, 2005. Ross nev- 


_ er saw the encounter as “sexual in nature,” she wrote, 


but she described his alleged harassment as “a hostile 
act meant to diminish and belittle his female former 
boss in front of the staff.” 

The news anchor responded to her allegations in a 
short statement shared with the New York Daily News. 

“As Shelley acknowledges, our interaction was not 
sexual in nature,” he said. “It happened 16 years ago in 
a public setting when she was a top executive at ABC. I 
apologized to her then, and I meant it.”

In the — 
old days, when I was a teen- 
ager, a person who did that got 
arrested. An usher would come 
down the aisle with a flashlight and 
if necessary, forcibly remove such an 
individual while the theatregoers, 
terrified, left, hoping not to get tram- 
pled. The suspect would be brought 
to the office and kept there by man- 
agement until the police arrived to 
haul off the perp and take him away. 

Today everybody has rights. Yes, 
they have constitutional rights to 
freedom of speech, freedom of re- 
ligion, freedom from _ persecution 
because of color, race, sex or creed. 
But in recent years, so many other 
things have been declared rights that 
people from other countries look 
at us Americans with all our rights 
and then run in the other direction. 
Democracies around the world are 
failing. Hopeful foreigners use the 
English model. 

I think today, it is probably possible 
to shout fire in a crowded theatre and 
then become a plaintiff in lawsuits 
against the usher, the theatregoers, 

-the management and the police. 

The usher will be arrested and 
charged with assault, including with 
a deadly weapon — the flashlight — 
which caused momentary blindness. 

The theatregoers will be arrested 
and charged with interfering with 
the right to freedom of speech and 
the right to enjoy freedom of reli- 
gion, which includes shouting about 
fire and brimstone; the management 
will be arrested and charged with 
kidnapping and the police will be 
charged with false arrest and un- 
necessary restraint — the handcuffs. 
And the particular police officer who 
holds the perp’s head down as he gets 
into the back seat of a police cruiser 
will be sued for causing a neck injury. 
After that, the perp, acquitted but in 
a neck brace, will appear on social 
media and nighttime TV, leading to

media stardom with 2 mil- 
lion followers and copycat 
outbreaks by others cry- 
ing fire in crowded the- 
atres. 

By most accounts, 
the swing to this extreme 

started when courts made lib- 
eral rulings against what was then a 
straight-laced conservative society 
where couples in the movies slept in 
separate beds and never uttered a 
curse word. Before then, people en- 
dured government censorship laws 
that prevented the publication of a 
photo of any American soldier dead on 
a battlefield during a four-year span. 
They also cheerfully endured football 
coaches hollering at their players to 
make them win games. Coach Vince 
Lombardi, a legendary hero, was cele- 
brated for winning. Today he'd be fired 
and his career ruined. 

*At the present time, and as a result 
of all this, the U.S. Supreme Court, 
whose liberal and conservative mem- 
bers believe it has gone too far, are re- 
questing cases be brought to them to 
result in new rulings. Many in today’s 
media are alarmed, saying this will 
limit freedom of the press. But they 
are wrong. This is about social media, 
not traditional media. Traditional 
media consists of people trained in 
the rules of proper journalism. Facts. 
Research. Opinions. People who net- 
work on social media are the great 


_ unwashed and untrained horribly 


abusing these laws and, in the name 
of journalism, freely utter the most 
outrageous lies without enduring the 
slightest accountability for it. They 
say, “I am an American. I have my 
rights.” 

I recall in the early stages of the 
pandemic an American woman, final- 
ly disembarking the COVID-ridden 
cruise ship Diamond Princess on the 
gangplank going down to Tokyo say- 
ing that somebody was going to have 
to pay for this, and that as an Ameri- 
can she had her rights. 

And then there was former Presi- 
dent Donald Trump last week, telling 
his followers to get vaccinated. He 
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framed it this way. 

“I believe totally in your freedoms, I 
do, believe me, but you gotta do what 
you have to do...But I recommend, 
take the vaccines, I get it, it’s good, 
take the vaccines, but you do have 
your freedoms ... you have to maintain 
that.” 

This from a man who got up in front 
of a crowd and shouted fire in a crowd- 
ed theatre to get them to trash and pil- 
lage the Capitol building. And he’s still 
out there doing his thing. 

With this blind belief that we have 
all these co-called “rights,” we see 
results that include the return of 
chicken pox, polio and measles from 
parents who won’t get their children 
vaccinated. And they are willing to 
die for these rights. And do. What 
happens to others is not their prob- 


lem, is their philosophy. 


Here are two cases of law that have 
recently been brought to my atten- 
tion. 

One is the new anti-abortion law in 
Texas where the police are relieved 
from enforcing the abortion laws. In- 
stead, private citizens turned vigilan- 
tes get bounty hunter cash rewards 
up to $10,000 for suing abortion clin- 
ics, doctors and anyone who tries to 
help a woman get an abortion more 
than six weeks after she becomes 
pregnant. 

The other is right here in Suffolk 
County. Under consideration right 
now is a bill to allow a police officer 
the right to sue citizens who they 
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think abuse them. If passed, it will 
mirror current law that allows citi- 
zens to sue abusing police officers. A 
hearing about this bill took place in 
Suffolk County just this past week. 
It’s called the Blue Lives Matter bill. 

The police deal with criminals and 
others endangering the general pub- 
lic every day. 99% of the police are ex- 
cellent at this. But there are a few bad 
apples among them who shouldn’t be 
doing what they do. They need to be 
fired. And they are. But social media 
then, without consequence, pins this 
problem on the entire police force 
which results in resignations and 
even suicide on the force. 

There are probably better ways to 
deal with this besides the slogan Blue 
Lives Matter, equating one with the 
other. They are not equitable. Find a 
different slogan. 

I have a friend who has been taking 
care of his mentally ill grown son for 
20 years because he loves him. Last 
week, he told me the following was 
posted anonymously on social media 
about him and his son. 

“People are talking about B... K.... 
who the other day said, ‘I wish some- 
body would shoot my son in the back 
of the head.’ Everyone is so upset he 
said this.” 

If Congress can’t act, bring on a 
Supreme Court. They want to choose 
between common carrier rules such 
as telephone laws and journalism. 
Maybe consider a third way. And if 
none of that works, God help us.

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Blue Lives Matter Bills: | 
Suffolk County Follows Nassau in Proposing

ith the powerful resurgence of the Black Lives 

Matter movement after Minneapolis police 
officer Derek Chauvin murdered George Floyd, the 
Blue Lives Matter movement also saw a massive 
uptick in support as a result. While each movement 
claims to support an oppressed minority — Black 
Americans and police officers, respectively — many 
opposed to the Blue countermovement posit that 
the two groups can’t possibly be compared as equal 
counterparts because “Blue lives don’t exist” due 
to comprising people of a chosen profession not a 
classifiable minority group. Some Suffolk County 
lawmakers are trying to change that. 

Suffolk Legislators Kevin McCaffrey (R-Lin- 
denhurst) and James Mazzarella (R-Moriches) 
proposed amending Suffolk’s human rights law to 
protect current and former public safety workers 
— including police, peace officers, first responders 
and volunteer firefighters — from harassment and 
intimidation. Noting the county’s commitment to 
“protect vulnerable populations from discrimina- 
tion,” the law, if passed as-is, would give public 
safety workers the same level of protected minority 
status as those of marginalized groups base on race, 
gender, sexual orientation, religion, disability, citi- 
zenship and other similar identifiers. 

This bill comes hot on the heels of a bill that 
passed 12-6 in Nassau County Legislature in August 


but was then vetoed by Nassau County Executive 
Laura Curran based on guidance from New York At- 
torney General Letitia James. James’ main concern 
was the constitutionality of allowing police to sue 
protesters, inhibiting their freedom of speech and 
protest. This and many other issues were voiced by 
more than 30 Suffolk residents who drove out to 
Riverhead to oppose the proposal at the September 
9 county meeting. 

By far the most widespread complaint was the 
sheer “slap in the face,” as two residents described it 
(as did LGBT Network President/CEO David Kilm- 
nick in a post-meeting correspondence), of rewrit- 
ing local human rights law to include the public 
safety profession among protected classes that have 
histories of being harassed by police, coworkers and 
others. 

“Being Black or Brown, a member of the LGBTQIA 
community or a religious minority is worthy of fur- 
ther protection under the law, because they cannot 
always protect themselves, or have in place protec- 
tions against discrimination or bias. Law enforce- 
ment doesn’t fit that description, does it?” Gahrey 
Ovalle asked legislators at the meeting. “As a matter 
of fact, they are oath-takers, and what law enforce- 
ment needs is accountability and not another ‘get 
out of jail free card.” 

He wasn’t alone in taking offense at the proposal. 

“Human rights and discrimination laws exist to 
protect those who are historically marginalized and 


oppressed in our society. No profession, in and of 
itself, would or should fit into these laws,” Kilmnick 
wrote in an email reacting to the proposed resolu- 
tion’s contents. “This proposed bill is a slap in the 
face to all people of color, LGBTQ people, women, 
the disabled and other groups who face the daily 
and lifetime realities of discrimination. The ques- 
tions that many folks wake up with every day are, 
‘Am I going to lose my job because of the color of my 
skin; am I going to be beaten or murdered because 
I’m transgender; or can I walk down the street safe- 
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ly because I may be holding hands with someone of _ 


the same gender.’ 

“That’s the real threat that exists in our society,” 
he continued. “The threat of police officers being at- 
tacked just because they’re police officers is a bunch 
of nonsense, and a political ploy and distraction. 
This bill fails in its merits, substance and is not only 
morally wrong and dangerous, but also constitu- 
tionally wrong. If the legislature seriously wants to 
look at human rights issues, I welcome that conver- 
sation and say bring it on. We have a lot of serious 
work to do to protect those that are marginalized 
and discriminated against in Suffolk.” 

While many of the September 9 speakers were 
quick to point out that a person’s chosen career can- 
not qualify them as a protected class, Elena Faverio 
delved into why the classes listed in the county hu- 
man rights law are listed in the first place. 

“This list, you'll notice, is entirely comprised of 
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members of necessarily protected classes charac- 


terized by inherent traits that have historically been 
met with bias and discrimination and systemic op- 
pression,” they said. “So we’re talking about systems 
of oppression here, for example, the government, 
the law and the police.” 

Ian Wilder, executive director of Long Island 
Housing Services, offered a different interpreta- 
tion of Suffolk’s human rights law, noting that the 
verbiage says no one can be discriminated against 
based on race, gender, marital status and the like. 
This means the law that protects neutral protected 
classes against housing and employment discrimi- 
nation protects straight white men just as much as 
minority groups. With this in mind, the proposal 
could be considered special treatment rather than 
equal treatment, because it prioritizes one class of 
professionals over others rather than simply amend- 
ing the human rights law to include “profession” as 
another identifier that can’t be used to discriminate. 

“People who have been discriminated against be- 
cause of immutable characteristics for hundreds of 
years in this country will not have the rights that 
people have in a non-neutral law that only cherry- 
picks certain professions, not all professions,” Wild- 
er explained. 

Some speakers found a companion bill proposed 
by Legislators Susan Berland (D-Dix Hills) and Tom 
Donnelly (D-Deer Park), redundant by design, as 
both provide protections that are covered in county 
or New York State law already. For instance, both 
bills would make it illegal to dox — publicly share 
someone’s private address or other personal infor- 
mation in an effort to intimidate or bring harm to 
them — a current or former public safety worker, 
but Suffolk cyberstalking law already prohibits “dis- 
seminating the private, personal or sexual informa- 
tion of a person without his or her permission.” 

“Tt’s not that public safety workers don’t need 
protection, it’s that they already have protection, as 
they should,” Cindy Paterno of Long Island Network 
for Change and Long Island United told the legis- 
lature during the public hearing. “There are penal- 
ties for assaulting a police officer, a violent felony 
with a minimum of two years to life, no parole. 
Causing a police officer to come into contact with a 
foreign substance. Falsely accusing a police officer 
of wrongdoing. There is qualified immunity. There 
is Penal Code 120.08, which covers peace officers, 
police, firefighters, EMTs, a Class C felony for caus- 
ing injury.” 

“This type of legislation is wholly unnecessary 
and is part of the larger growing opposition against 
the Black Lives Matter and police accountability 
movement that has been growing on Long Island,” 
said Elmer Flores, a community organizer with the 
Long Island Social Justice Action Network. “These 
bills only serve the purpose to further the myth that 


there is a war of violence against police when that is 
not the case today.” 

Additional opponents spoke about the conflict of 
interest found when letting police, the authority on 
whether or not a hate crime has been committed, 
dictate whether such a hate crime has been perpe- 
trated on a member of their own class. Many shared 
personal anecdotes of times.when their minority 
status was the source of unchecked discrimination, 
and others were quick to make accusations. 

“This bill feels like it’s about sending a message 
that you are pro law enforcement for the next elec- 
tion,” said Jonah Kaufman of Long Island Network 
for Change and Long Island United. “It feels like 
your goal is to tell the (police unions) that, ‘See, 
we're on your side. We’re even making you a pro- 
tected class.” 

Of course, the biggest concern that many, includ- 
ing Attorney General James, have had with these 
Blue Lives Matter bills popping up across the coun- 
try is the potential infringement of First Amend- 
ment rights. “This is a deliberate-attempt at hijack- 
ing anti-discrimination law that protects those who 
have faced historical persecution and discrimina- 
tion based upon their immutable characteristics. 
Passing this bill will bring national shame and 
embarrassment — this is unprecedented, unneces- 
sary and unconstitutional,” Dr. Georgette Grier- 
Key, Long Island Historical Societies board presi- 
dent and Eastville Community Historical Society 
executive director said upon reading the proposal 
after the meeting. “Providing: police officers with 
a private right of action is also unnecessary and a 
slap in the face to taxpayer public dollars. This bill 
is an infringement on the rights of citizens to ex- 
ercise free speech and peaceful assembly, and will 
eviscerate citizens’ rights to due process, justice 
and liberty.” 

Responding to criticism, the Suffolk legislature 
amended the bill on September 21 to ensure that 
nothing “shall be construed to limit an individual’s 
and/or group’s First Amendment Right of freedom 
of expression and association, including but- not 
limited to, the right to engage in peaceful protest.” 
But, according to critics, additional tweaks would 
have to be made to prevent any other rights infringe- 
ment issues, should the resolution become law. 

“Due to the vague language of this resolution, it 
violates the 14th Amendment which requires that 
the law give people adequate notice of exactly what 
behavior could get them in trouble,” said Nia Adams 
of the Long Island Progressive Coalition. 

“I feel like I wouldn’t know what I can and can’t 
say to get in trouble, and it might make me afraid to 
speak out if I see injustice happening,” said Cassan- 
dra Klewicki, the daughter of a retired NYPD lieu- 
tenant, explaining the need to further clarify what 
could be deemed as lawsuit-worthy offenses. 


Of the roughly three dozen speakers addressing 
the bill at the legislature’s most recent general meet- 
ing, only two were in favor of it, both of whom were 
booed by the hostile audience until Presiding Officer 
Robert Calarco (D-Patchogue) restored order. First 
up was William Faller, vice president of the Suffolk 
County Corrections Officers Association, the union 
that represents the county’s jail guards. He echoed 
Ian Wilder in saying, “No one should be subject to 
threats, harassment or physical harm because of 
the job that they perform or the uniform that they 
wear.” He added that while public safety personnel 
know the risks donning the uniform entails, they 
still go out every day to protect the public and save 
lives, and passing the bill would be a great way for 
Suffolk to demonstrate their loyalty to these heroes. 

Lou Civello, the second vice president for the 
Suffolk County Police Benevolent Association, the 
union representing the department’s rank-and-file 
officers, spoke of an incident in April, when police 
were called to Patchogue Library to investigate an 
individual making a scene of filming on his phone 
in the no-filming space. When Sergeant Jon Stei- 
gele of Suffolk’s 5th Precinct arrived, it was clear 
the individual, now reciting his First Amendment 
rights, was looking to get arrested for the internet 
clout. No arrest was made. The man then published 
the video to his Long Island Audit YouTube chan- 
nel, which has nearly 100,000 subscribers, and the — 
video received twice as many views. According to 
Civello, the video attracted the attention of someone 
capable of doxing Steigele, tweeting the sergeant’s 
address and mocking him on the police depart- 
ment’s Twitter. 

“We're not asking you to stop people from being 
able to identify police officers. We have to give out 
our names now, not just our badge numbers, on 
business cards,” Civello concluded. “We're asking 
you to protect our families, that’s what this is about, 
and that’s why you should support this bill. Every 
day officer Steigele goes to work, his family would 
worry about him. Well, now it’s the reverse; now he 
has to worry about his family and who’s coming to 
his house and who might be knocking on his door 
to target his family simply because he’s a police 
officer.” 

Following the meeting, including a particularly 
eye-opening exchange between Advocates for Police 
Accountability member Lisa Votino and legislators 
Berland and Jason Richberg (D-West Babylon), the 
doxing bill received a September 23 amendment 
expanding its scope to protect all Suffolk residents. 
The question remains about whether its sister bill 
gets similarly expanded to protect Suffolk residents 
from discrimination based on profession or if it will 
stand as a Blue Lives Matter bill in concept. Both 
resolutions will be back on the table for discussion 
and motioning at the October 5 meeting.

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THE SPRINGS TAVERN IS UP FOR SALE.

he restaurant and bar on Fort Pond Boulevard 

in Springs has been known by several differ- 
ent names over the decades. Wolfie’s. Jungle Pete’s. 
Most recently, the Springs Tavern. Now, it’s 
for sale. 

Dan and Charlene DeSmet, the bar 
and restaurant’s owners since 2017, 
are selling the business and its con- 
tents with a long-term lease in place. 
Hal Zwick and Jeffrey Sztorc of Com- 
pass Commercial are representing the 
listing. The building is not for sale. 

“The site occupied by the the Springs 
Tavern, formally Wolfie’s, is a historic meet- 
ing place for decades for Springs residents and the 
broader East Hampton community for those seek- 
ing a good time with friends and neighbors. Its his- 
tory will live on with the next operator,” Zwick tells 
Behind The Hedges. 

The price to take over the lease is $225,000, ac- 
cording to Zwick, who, in a statement says it is dif- 
ficult to acquire a wet use site on the East End. 

“We're just looking to retire,” says Charlene DeS- 
met by phone, adding that she and her husband will 
keep the restaurant and bar open as they look for 
a buyer, someone who will keep the restaurant and 
bar as it is. 


The building holds 120 seats in the large dining. 


area, a commercial kitchen and a large renovated 
bar. The property has ample parking and a spacious 
outdoor seating section, as well. 

“It’s a turnkey operation,” she says, adding that it 
has the same staff that has worked together over the 
past five years, particularly important with the cur-

rent labor shortage. “It would be foolish to change 

it,” she adds. 

“It’s not become anything it isn’t already. It’s a 
historic, local, unpretentious, reasonably priced 
community hub,” she says. 

The site has been a tavern of some -sort 
since 1934 when Fort Pond Boulevard 
was largely undeveloped, according to 

 ahistory of the Springs Tavern. It was 

called The Jungle Inn, a bar operated 
by owner Pete Federico and his wife, 

Nina, because Federico thought the 

densely wooded area looked like a 
jungle. Over time, it became known lo- 
cally as Jungle Pete’s. 

Back then, the only alcoholic bever- 

age served there was beer. In fact, you could get a 

12-ounce glass of beer and a burger for 5 cents each. 

Wine was added to the menu after World War II as 

returning local veterans had acquired a taste for it 

in Europe. 

The original building burned down in a fire in 
1944 and the Federicos rebuilt it. Starting in the late 
1940s, the artist Jackson Pollock was a regular at 
Jungle Pete’s, as he lived not far away on Springs- 
Fireplace Road. Jungle Pete’s became a gathering 
spot for the growing artist community, including 
Willem de Kooning, who also lived nearby. “Artists 
Howard Kanovitz and Larry Rivers played horns in 
the house band at the tavern with composer Morty 
Feldman regularly,” the tavern’s history says. 

It is said Pollock spent nearly every might there 
until his fatal car accident in 1956. He would ride 
his bike down to the bar and home, although some- 
times he would sleep it off in the woods nearby. The 
current logo is an homage to “Jack the Dripper.”

Jungle Pete’s was one of a trio of local watering 


holes frequented by prolific and influential artists 


and writers of the time. Bobby Van's in Bridge- 
hampton was a favorite with the writers Truman 
Capote and John Knowles. John Steinbeck and his 
wife would spend time at Baron’s Cove Inn in Sag 
Harbor, where they would meet up with other writ- 


_ ers. The original Baron’s Cove Inn no longer exists 


and Bobby Van’s moved across the street (it was 
originally located where World Pie now stands). 
But, the bar on Fort Pond Boulevard has stayed put 


-and retains a throwback charm. 


Following Pete Federico’s death, his wife contin- 
ued to run the establishment until 1972. The new 
owner renamed it Jungle Johnnie’s. It would also 
later be known as has Vinnie’s Place, the Boatswain, 
the Frigate, the Birches, Harry’s Hideaway, Wolfie’s 
and, in 2017, the Springs Tavern. 

The DeSmets are looking to resume its open’ 
mic and karaoke nights, which stopped during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. “We also had done and will 
continue to do tons of fundraising events for local 
organizations,” such as the Pollock-Krasner Study 
Center and the Springs Food Pantry. Each year, 
they honor Pollock’s birthday in January by mak- 
ing recipes from his cookbook and donating funds 
to the nonprofit organization that runs the center in 
his name. : 

“We managed to blend the fishermen, the land- 
scapers — people who have been coming there for 
years — with the newer people who have to moved 
out from New York City and Brooklyn,” DeSmet 


says.

One of Montauk’s Fabled ‘Seven Sisters’ 
Now in Contract

ne of the historic “Seven Sisters” cottages in 

what was a summer colony designed by Stan- 
ford White, one of the Gilded Age’s most famous 
architects, has finally found a buyer. The Andrews 
House at 153 Deforest Road in Montauk, near the 
legendary talkshow host Dick Cavett’s Tick Hall, is 
now in contract. The last asking price was $11.95 
million. 

“Very excited to be representing both sides of this 
very cool property in my neighborhood,” says Chris 
Coleman of Compass, who specializes in real estate 
around the Point. “I have always loved this house 
and the location is one of the best in Montauk in my 
opinion.” 

The developer Arthur Benson hired Frederick Law 
Olmsted, now considered the father of landscape ar- 
chitecture and who designed Central Park, to chose 
the site for each of the Seven Sisters residence to 
take full advantage of the breathtaking views from 
the moorlands east of what we now call Ditch Plains 
Beach. Benson wanted to create a retreat for his 
wealthy friends. Benson and his six friends each 
commissioned McKim, Mead & White to design the 
houses. 

The Seven Sisters houses, now part of the Montauk 
Association, are considered important examples of 
the shingle style of architecture. They are listed on 
the National Register of Historic Places. 

Perched high on the cliffs overlooking the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, the 3,800-square-foot home is set on 2.3 
acres and is surrounded by 100 acres of reserve,

making it a true enclave. 

The Andrews House, built in 1880, was originally 
owned by William L. Andrews, the founder of the 
Grolier Club in New York City. “Over its 125-year his- 
tory, this cottage has hosted many celebrated own- 
ers and guests from the upper echelons of business, 
society and the arts,” the Compass listing says. 

In 1992, Francis Fleetwood, an architect who de- 
signed more than 200 homes in the Hamptons, was 
brought in for a redesign undertaken by the then- 
owner Roberta Gosman Donovan (of Gosman’s res- 
taurant fame. The home had been “an unusual split- 
level main floor,” according to an article in The New 
York Times in 1994. A kitchen wing was added as 
the kitchens were on the smaller side since there was 
originally a clubhouse for Benson and his friends. 
The Times also said that “McKim, Mead & White’s 
inventive original detailing, which included saw- 
tooth arches surrounding the entries to the veranda, 
was meticulously restored.” 

Gosman Donovan sold it in December of 2012 for 
$6.995 million, according to records. 

Since then it has undergone further renovations 


led by a historian to restore original millwork win- ‘ 


dows and wood floors. 

The house begins with a sunken living room, din- 
ing room and library, each of which has a fireplace 
(there are a total of six in the home). The eat-in 
kitchen offers a breakfast area. A master bedroom 
opens to a veranda with an ocean view. There are 
three additional bedrooms, a total of three full baths 
and one half baths. 

Expansion of the home is possible and there is

~ room for a pool on the ample property. 


The Andrews House has been on and off the mar- 
ket with several agencies since 2016. It was first 
listed for $18.5 million, then reduced to $16.25 mil- 
lion nearly two years later. In June of 2018, the price 
was reduced to $14.995 million, and one year later 
slashed by $2 million. In November 2020, the home 
was reintroduced by Compass at $12.995 million. 
The last reduction was in March of 2021 at the last 
asking of $11.95 million. 

Tick Hall remains available, also listed with the 
Coleman Team. The 20-acre estate is located on the 
easternmost end of the enclave. Cavett has owned 
the property for more than 50 years. 

The 6,500-square-foot home is now being offered 
at $28.5 million. It once was listed at $62 million. 

Though the original structure was destroyed by 
a fire in 1997, it was rebuilt to reflect the 1880s de- 
sign using forensic architecture, Coleman says (The 
central clubhouse, also designed by McKim, Mead & 
White, also burned down in 1933). The rebuilding of 
Tick Hall was captured in a documentary released 
in 2003 called, From the Ashes: The Life and Times 
of Tick Hall.

Street Theater on October 9 with his six-piece 
jazz band, fans of the entertainer, fashion designer, 
creative icon and peripatetic personality know one 
thing: Expect the unexpected. 

Sure, Mizrahi prepares a carefully crafted set list of 
songs — this show promises to cover some of his fa- 
vorites by Barbara Streisand, Cole Porter, Billie Holi- 
day and Madonna. In between the music he offers his 
unique musings on life that engage and enthrall. He 
says he likes “to prepare patter” and is “always chang- 
ing it because there is so much going on, so much to 
talk about.” 

But when Mizrahi veers from the plan, watch out. 
The man loves a tangent, and when he’s in the mo- 
ment and on fire with an idea or tale, you're in for a 
wildly entertaining time. 

“T always also pray to the muses that I will go off- 
book and just talk about stuff that occurs to me, be- 
cause I feel like, to me, that’s what I’m supposed to do,” 
Mizrahi confesses. “I respect the audience enough to 
prepare a lot, but at the same time there is something 
wonderful about discovering that there is something 
onstage to talk about and then talking about it.” 

Politics, dieting or why he likes to read The New 
York Times obituaries — a peek at his “Hello Isaac” 
website, Instagram and YouTube prove that no subject 
is off limits. 

What will he riff about at Bay Street? 

“I talk a lot about social media, and (how) some- 
times I’m upset by it,” says Mizrahi. “I talk about sex 
... my husband or things I see out there related to that 
topic — it’s such an interesting topic. ... I talk about 
prescription drugs I take and over-the-counter medi- 
cation. ... There’s always new stuff and it gets re-em- 
broidered with even more stories, so it’s a really fun 
thing for me.” 

Doubly fun for the audience is the fact that Miz- 
rahi will be back at Bay Street the day after his show 
performance for a special screening of Unzipped, the 
1995 award-winning documentary about his creative 
process when building his fall 1994 collection. The 
film has achieved a cult status and gives a behind- 
the-scenes look at Mizrahi and the fashion world as 
he engages with the likes of Naomi Campbell, Cindy 
Crawford and Kate Moss. Following the screening, 
Mizrahi will engage the audience in a talkback with 
Bay Street's executive director, Tracy Mitchell. 

“Between the show and the screening and the talk- 
back, it almost feels like this weird Isaac weekend,” 
says Mizrahi, sounding slightly sheepish. 

“I don’t ever prompt Unzipped,” emphasizes Miz- 
rahi, adding, “The screening was their idea, not my 
idea.” That said, he clearly has an affection for the film. 

“T think it’s a groundbreaking and award-winning 
doc about me, and I love it but there is something so 
self referential about it — it feels like a little odd when 
I see it,” he confesses. 

He is looking forward to connecting with a live (so- 
cially-distanced and vaxxed) audience at Bay Street. 

“Since the pandemic, I haven't really performed 


that much,” he says. “I’m doing some music that I’ve 
done in the past and a little bit of new music, but I’ve 
never done this show in Sag Harbor so it’s brand new 
to Sag Harbor. And a lot of the material is new — a lot 
of the patter is new.” 

Fans and newbies to his unique cabaret act can ex- 
pect his exquisite version of Madonna’s “Borderline,” 
a slower, more drawn-out arrangement that adds tex- 
ture and deeper layers to the otherwise surface-level 
pop song. He may, he says, do “You and Me” from Vic- 
tor, Victoria, as well as a rendition of Sondheim’s “One 
More Kiss” that he is “really proud of.” 

Mizrahi’s song selection and ‘arrangements are a 
collaboration with his musical director Ben Waltzer. 
“He's great,” says Mizrahi. “He has, like, a shorthand.” 
The six-piece band provides him with a rhythm and 
horn section that Mizrahi describes as “hot.” 

He seems particularly excited about doing a new 
Brazilian jazz song called “Listen to Me.” 

“I just love it — it feels like good advice. ... All the 
songs I’m doing feel like they pertain to my life or the 
dramaturgy of the show or what is going on in the 


: world.” 


For those who have followed Mizrahi’s career over 
the past 30 years as an American fashion icon (with 
television stints as a judge on Project Runway and All 
Stars), it may be surprising to some that he seems to 
care more these days about the Metropolitan Opera 
than he does about the Met Gala. 

“I don’t feel like I’m involved in the fashion world 
much more than the clothing I make for QVC (as chief 
designer for the Xcel Brands, Inc. Isaac Mizrahi label) 
and other licenses,” he says. “It’s not really fashion, it’s 
really more a cute little t-shirt or cashmere sweater 
— useful, really practical, wonderful things that are 
really cut well and wash well.” 

To hear him talk about his evolving stage act, it 
seems like a perfectly natural expression of his cre- 
ative self. 

“Where I used to sketch ideas and keep a journal, 
now I’m collecting stories and songs as opposed to 
ideas or dresses or embroideries.” 

His love of performance is rivaled by his love for the 
rescue dogs that he and his husband Arnold share: 
Dean (a beagle-jack russell terrier mix) and Kitty (a 
collie mix). 

Hours before he takes to the stage at Bay Street on 
Saturday October 9, Mizrahi, who lives in Bridge- 
hampton, will be with his pet pooches at “his favorite 


event” — the Animal Rescue Fund (ARF) Stroll to the 
Sea Dog Walk at Mulford Farm in East Hampton. 

“T wouldn't miss it,” says Mizrahi, “That is the best 
day of the year, and I was so sad last year when they 
canceled it because of COVID. I can’t wait to get back 
to it.” 

Mizrahi’s enthusiasm — for life, ideas, dogs, his up- 
coming performance — is so great, it’s hard to believe 
him when he says he “gets really nervous” and has 
“terrible stage fright” before a show. 

Luckily, this time around he has a home court ad- 
vantage and a familiar level of comfort. 

“Bay Street feels like my living room, I feel so at ease 
with that crowd,” says Mizrahi. “I'm really looking 
forward to it because I love it in that room. I really feel 
people are there to enjoy themselves.”

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SCENE FROM “STORM LAKE”

he final day of the 


Hamptons Inter- 
national Film _ Festival, 
Wednesday, October 13, 


will feature a remarkable 
documentary about the de- 
cline of a small town biweekly 
newspaper in the Iowa Rust Belt that 
continues as its owners try to figure 
out what to do about it. Weekly news- 
papers all around the country are 
dying. Is this Iowa paper going to be 
next? 

Their Storm Lake Times, founded 
in 1990, is a family affair. John Cul- 
len is the publisher, his brother Art 
Cullen is the editor, Art’s son Tom is 
the reporter and Art’s wife Dolores is 
the photographer and feature writer. 
Much of the movie’s drama takes 
place in the city room, where Art’s 
dog Peaches is often under foot. 

The paper is also special. In 2017, 
Art Cullen won a Pulitzer Prize for his 
revealing story about local officials 
and Storm Lake’s biggest employer, a 
huge Tyson Foods meatpacking plant. 
Indeed, this Pulitzer, awarded for 
the way the paper took on the state’s 
biggest agricultural players and said 
their donations should be made pub- 
lic, is probably what attracted the 


documentarians Jerry Risius 
and Beth Levison to make 
this documentary. 

The film is very well 
done, marking a _ year 
from October 2019 to Sep- 

tember 2020 in this Iowa 
small town where the news- 

paper editors cover half a dozen 
Democratic candidates such as Pete 
Buttigieg and Elizabeth Warren. On 
the campaign trail, the candidates 
meet with disgruntled farmers being 
bought out by Big Ag and an ever- 
increasing number of Hispanic im- 
migrants who have moved to town to 
work for Tyson. The editors also cover 
small-town events such as parades, 
picnics and local high school plays. 
They love their hometown of Storm 
Lake, population 11,000 and believe 


others do too. 

Traditional journalism, the kind 
that searches for truth, for the right 
thing to do, for people getting their 
names in the paper for doing good, is 
the order of the day. There are births, 
weddings, deaths and on the op-ed 
page, opinions. These are the touch- 
stones of the Storm Lake Times. 

How this is supposed to work in a 
community where the farmers are 
suffering because of Tyson, where 
the mom and pop stores that used to 
advertise have shut down because of 
the chain stores, where huge divides 
exist between big business and the 
rights of the workers, and where a 
worldwide cultural shift from the old- 
fashioned truth told in print to the 
hate, fake news, and lies that abound 
on the internet, makes watching this

documentary both shocking and sad. 

The two brothers, the editor and 
the publisher, meet for breakfast at 
a nearby coffee shop to discuss the 
disappearing bottom line. Both are 
now working without pay, living on 
Social Security. They are charming, 
confused and convinced that the pro- 
fession of journalism cannot fail, that 
the townspeople will awaken again to 
that fact and the circulation will come 
back. They just don’t see what is right 
in front of them. 

“Maybe we should do something 
with the internet,” publisher John 
Cullen says. 

“If I wanted to get into that, I'd go 
into radio,” Art Cullen replies. 

They fail to see how desperation is 
taking hold in much of America be- 
cause of the shift to big business and 
unregulated social media. All regular 
citizens have left is COVID and some 
despicable crap to chew on. They no 
longer care about Storm Lake. This 
film looks at this right in the eye. 

We root for the Cullens and for the 
truths of journalism. But it seems 
like they are Don Quixote and San- 
cho Panza tilting at windmills. There 
must be a way out. But what? They 
just don’t know. 

And therein lies the power of this 
documentary.

Our Amazing History: Hurricane of 1938

e single worst storm © 
that ever hit the Hamp- 
tons took place during just 
two hours beginning at 4 
p.m. on September 21, 1938. 
Three days earlier, the weath- 
er bureau had reported a hurricane 
in the Atlantic headed west toward Mi- 
ami. Miami boarded up its windows. 
But nothing came of it. That was the 
sum total of all the warnings that took 
place along the Atlantic seaboard until 
the sky darkened over the ocean off the 
Hamptons three days later. 
Hurricanes traditionally __ travel 
about 10 or 12 miles an hour. Some- 
how, this storm had met up with a dra- 
matic and never-before-documented 
high-pressure curtain sometime af- 
ter that Miami warning. It wheeled 
north, picked up speed and 11 hours 
after passing offshore North Carolina, 
slammed like a runaway freight train 
into Westhampton Beach traveling 
90 miles an hour. That force, added 
to 120 miles an hour of the hurricane 
itself and the 40 miles-an-hour coun- 


family 


terclockwise swirl from the eye 
east to the lighthouse be- 
came a screaming monster 
of wind and rain that, at 4 
p.m.’s high tide, destroyed 
almost everything it hit and 
killed nearly 50 people on 
Long Island. 

First came the wave. Hundreds of 
summer mansions, many of them with 
10 or 12 bedrooms, lined the ocean 
dune from Moriches to Amagansett. 
Fortunately, since it was after Labor 
Day, only a few were occupied. The 
wall of water announcing this hurri- 
cane exceeded 30 feet and shattered 
all but 34 of the 350 mansions on Dune 
Road, sending the people hanging on 
to roofs, bathrooms, walls and furni- 
ture tumbling across the bay and into 
the downtowns of Southampton and 
Westhampton Beach where flood wa- 
ters exceeded 10 feet and threw cars, 
homes and boats everywhere. Church 
steeples came down in all the villages, 
including at Sag Harbor where the tall- 
est building on Long Island at the time, 
the 185-foot-high Whaler’s Church 
steeple, crashed down. Beach clubs

were wiped out. The 
St. Andrews Dune 
South- 
ampton was a ruin. 
In East Hampton, 
the town’s giant trees 


on Main Street and 
Woods Lane cracked 
and fell, blocking the 
streets and smashing into cars, tele- 
phone poles and homes — 164 trees by 
actual count. 

An earthquake was reported cen- 
tered in Westhampton Beach on sensi- 
tive seismograph equipment at Ford- 
ham University in Manhattan. 

The worst, perhaps, was at Montauk. 
At the time, the village consisted of 
small homes by the Long Island Rail 


Road station on the arc of Fort Pond. 


Bay. There was the Union News Res- 
taurant, a post office, a school, a mar- 
ket, fishing boats and homes. All were 
smashed and thrown out into the bay. 
Fortunately, as the wind rose, all the 
residents ran across the railroad tracks 


and into three railroad cars where they. 


watched the storm carry everything 
off. That community was never rebuilt.

Nine breaches were opened in the 
barrier beaches of the Hamptons. The 
government had been trying to open 
one at Shinnecock but they had given 
up. Now in just two hours it was a 
quarter-mile wide. No one ever closed 
it and it is there today. 

The East Hampton Town Town Clerk 
Richard Gilmartin was in East Hamp- 
ton when Montauk became an island, 
with Napeague under water and all 
communications to the villagers cut. 
As things subsided, Gilmartin, whose 
family lived in Montauk, took an eerie 
nighttime tractor ride through hip- 
deep water covering Napeague to be 
greeted with cheers from the Mon- 
taukers in the railroad cars. 

And that is the story of the Hurri- 
cane of ’38.

CHEF JASON WEINER

J ason Weiner began his culinary 
career in Manhattan at two noted 
restaurants: Regine and China Grill. 
After working on the line in these two 
hotspots for about four years, Weiner 
headed to the West Coast, joined one 
of America’s top chefs, Michael Mina, 
and opened AQUA in San Francisco. 
In 1996, he was part of the open- 
ing team of Charles Nob Hill in San 
Francisco as chef de cuisine. After the 
launch, Weiner spent a summer on the 
East Coast in the kitchen of one of the 
Hamptons top restaurants, Nick & To- 
nis. In 1998, he rejoined Mina’s group 
and was part of the opening team for 
AQUA at the Bellagio Hotel in Las Ve- 
gas. After four years in Vegas, Weiner 
headed back east to explore the oppor- 
tunity of opening his own restaurant. 
In 2001, that dream became a reality 
and Weiner opened Almond, a French 
bistro in Bridgehampton, with partner 
Eric Lemonides. Offering reasonable 
prices and bold bistro fare, Almond 
splashed onto the Hamptons restau- 
rant scene with wave of rave reviews. 


In the fall of 2008, the team ex- 
panded their operation to New York 
City, opening Almond NYC in Manhat- 
tan’s Flatiron District. In late 2010, due 
to stalled lease negotiations with the 
owner of the building that housed Al- 
mond in Bridgehampton for 10 years, 
the restaurant closed its doors and re- 
opened in early 2011 at 1 Ocean Road 
in downtown Bridgehampton. In 2021, 
Weiner celebrated 20 years at Almond 
Bridgehampton. 

Weiner has appeared at several culi- 
nary events throughout his career. He 
has cooked at the James Beard House 
five times and has participated in sev- 
eral James Beard House off-premises 
events, such as Chefs & Champagne. 
Weiner has been the featured chef for 
Outstanding in the Field, an open-air 
feast celebrating local farms and prod- 
ucts throughout the country, for the 
past seven years. He has also been a 
featured chef for the past several years 
at a local Hamptons culinary event, the 
Chefs Dinner at the Hayground School, 
featuring a number of top East End and 
Manhattan chefs. 

In his kitchens, Weiner is commit- 
ted to using locally farmed products 
and local produce to support the com- 
munity. In fact, 90% of the produce 


he uses from June through October 
comes from within a seven-mile radius 
of the restaurant. He has some farms 
that supply him with everything from 
corn, tomatoes, leeks, herbs, baby ar- 
tichokes and baby root vegetables to 
microgreens, summer squash, winter 
squash, berries, peppers, beets and 
all kinds of salad and braising greens. 
Another interesting thing Weiner does 
with local produce while in season is 
craft ways to keep it fresh year-round. 
For example, at the end of September, 
when tomato season is winding down, 
Weiner buys about 400 pounds of to- 
matoes from Pike Farm and cans them 
in half-gallon mason jars to preserve. 
them through the winter. Also, when 
Kirby cucumbers are at their peak, 
Weiner buys about 100 pounds and 
makes bread and butter pickles, which 
he then serves with his burgers for the 
rest of the year. Weiner has partnered 
with the local Bridgehampton School to 
source several items from their newly 
created greenhouse. The greenhouse is 
built and maintained by students and 
will provide several varieties of beans 
— fava beans, cranberry beans, lima 
beans and soybeans — heirloom toma- 
toes, squash and braising greens to the 
restaurant in season.

Dressing Ingredients: 

1 Tablespoon anchovy paste or 1 
rinsed, salt-packed anchovy 

2 Small garlic cloves 

2 Large egg yolks* 

3 Tablespoons finely grated Par- 
mesan 

2 Tablespoons fresh lemon juice 

2 Dashes Worcestershire sauce 

1 Tablespoon rinsed capers 

1 Dash Tabasco 

3/4 Teaspoon Dijon mustard 

An ice cube or two 

3 Tablespoons olive oil, divided 

1/2 Cup vegetable oil 

Freshly ground black pepper and 
kosher salt to taste 


Dressing Directions:

to do. What will the next 
steps be? Do we still love 
each other? Will I ever be 
able to forgive? Should 
we get a divorce? Should 
we try and mend our 
marriage? Do I want to 
leave my marriage for my 
lover? 

Whether couples 
choose to stay together or 
divorce, expect there to 
be lots of ups and downs.

In over 35 years, the vast majority 
of couples who have worked with me 
chose not to divorce. Rather, they put 
their time and energies into trying to 
resurrect their marriages. And the 
good news is that most were success- 
ful. In fact, many couples have told me 
that their marriages were happier and 
stronger and more sexually and emo- 
tionally satisfying after the affair. 


LESSONS TO BE LEARNED 

1. Prioritize your marriage. 

2. If you find that your own individu- 
al issues — be they emotional, psycho- 
logical, psychiatric, physical or sexual 
— are getting in the way of your life and 
relationship, give yourself permission 
to seek help. 

3. A good marriage is dependent on 
two emotionally healthy individuals. © 

4. When problems arise, as they do 
in all marriages, don’t bury them or 
deny and avoid tackling the various is- 
sues head-on, pretending that they will 
disappear on their own. That’s magical 
thinking! 

5. If you and your spouse are unable 
to successfully acknowledge, address 
and resolve your problems on your 
own, don’t hesitate to reach out and ask 
for professional help.

osy didn’t realize she was 
living in poverty growing 
up in Mexico, because she 
was surrounded by the loving 
embrace of her grandparents. 


“They had so little, but they 


cared for us deeply,” she says. 
Rose walked miles to school to 
avoid the bus fare, and wrote 
small so she could make a sin- 
gle notebook last through the 
year — but she was happy. 

She left school after sixth 
grade and got a fake ID from 
someone named “Jenny” to pre- 
tend she was 14 years old, allow- 
ing her to get a job. “I sewed T- 
shirts and got paid very little, 
but I was so happy to be earning 
money.” she remembers. 

After a few years, she met 
her husband while working at a 
factory, but “he was not my sav- 
ior.” The husband began beat- 
ing Rosy — now a mother — but 
she initially didn’t leave him, 
for fear of the financial prob- 
lems that might afflict her chil- 
dren if he were to disappear. 

One day, though, after a par- 
ticularly violent night, Rosy 
mader her escape from her al- 
coholic abusive husband, and 
found her estranged mother, 
who took her in with her kids. 

Soon, as her children got 
older, she knew she faced a dif- 
ficult choice: If the young ones 
were to stay in school, and avoid 
the low-wage factory lifestyle 
that she was forced into, she 
needed money. So she begged 
her United States-based uncle, 
who agreed to pay for.a coyote 
to take her across the border. 
“T could now see hope on the 
horizon.” 

She was first worried to be 
alone with the coyote, as many 
are unscrupulous individuals, 
and women are often raped 
on the journey, or abandoned 
halfway. without returning the 
amount of money they needed 
to spend to hire the coyote in 
the first place. 

But her uncle vouched for 
the character of the man, and 


off they went. 

When they approached the 
Rio Grande River, which sep- 
arates Mexico and Texas, the 
coyote, an elderly man, swam 
their bags across first, before 
coming back for Rosy, who pad- 
dled across a strong current to 
the other side — and beginning 
the worst of the journey. 

The pair now had to walk 
across a large desert, covered 
in barbed wire, with days 
that reached over 100 degrees, 
and nights that dropped be- 
low zero. In-the daytime, Rosy 
would feel herself nearly pass- 
ing out from the heat and ex- 
haustion, while she could 
barely sleep at night. She bun- 
dled up in all the clothes she 
had, but she still felt her wa 
gers freezing. 

Everytime she asked, the 
coyote would tell her differ- 
ent timelines about how much 
longer the journey would take, 
each time extending the time- 
line just as she thought they 


were getting there. 

Now, though, the heat be- 
came worse as they ran out of 
water. 

“T was secretly hoping that 
immigration would pick us 
up at this point and the night- 
mare would be over! My lips 
were cracking and dry. I tried 
to lick them, but I.had no sa- 
liva,” she said. 

A breath of relief finally 
came when they found a ranch, 
and the coyote correctly pre- 
dicted they’d have a water 
pump for them to steal some 
hydration. She lept for the wa- 
ter and began to chug, before 
her caretaker stopped her. 
“Drink slowly and carefully,” 
he told her. “Too much cold 
water too fast can be a shock 
to your system.” They refilled 
their bottles and resumed 
their walk. 

“There seemed to be end- 
less barbed wire fences that 
we had to climb over. I think 
since the beginning of the trip 


I had counted fifty,” Rosy re- 
members. “My jeans were tat- 
tered shreds. My faceand arms 
were red with newly opened 
and healing slices. My feet 
were swollen and blistered. I 
never took off the boots, as I 
was scared of seeing how bad 
my feet were, and knowing 


how swollen my feet were, I. 


was scared that I wouldn’t be 
able to get the boots back on.” 
Now, on the seventh day of 
their journey, they heard the 
sound of Immigration helicop- 
ters. Rosy rushed under a tree 
and prayed to God. “I didn’t 


‘want to get caught after all the 


sacrifice I had made in getting 
this far,” she says. 

Rosy began to suspect that 
the coyote didn’t know the ex- 
act route, and whether they 
were walking in circles while 
looking for a train line that 
would usher them to San An- 
tonio. “We were having trou- 
ble finding the train line. We 
stood helplessly at a fork in the

path, wondering which way to 

0,” she says. “I again asked 
God for help, and I felt he was 
directing me.” 


Finally, 
train. 

“Early in the. afternoon a 
train rumbled into view, then 
stopped on the line. We just 
managed to jump into the last 
wagon,” Rosy remembers. 

But their good fortune 
didn’t last. The train slowed 
down, and they heard shout 
from Immigration Enforce- 
ment officers — they were 
caught. 

“T felt bereft as I See | 
the days of walking through 
the hellish landscape that I 
thought we had finally tri- 
umphed over. I considered all 
those barbed wire fences, the 
heat and cold of the desert, 
lack of water and each painful 


they heard the 


’ step,” she remembers. “I felt it 


had all been for nothing.” 

In yet another turn of 
events, however, a kind-sound- 
ing Immigration officer allowed 
her to tell her story — about the 
children back home, and the 
abusive husband — and he let 
her appeal her case to a judge. 

“Maybe there is some justice 
in the world because I was told I 


‘was going to be allowed to stay 


in the United States,” she says.

Here on the East End, one doesn’t have 
to look too hard to find alcohol and sub- 
stance abuse. There’s a unique set of cir- 
cumstances putting all of us at risk for ad- 
diction. This is where many come to blow 
off steam, often times not in the healthi- 
est of ways. With ample disposable in- 
come, an overemphasis on being beautiful 
and intense pressure to keep up, it’s easy to 
develop dependency. Intoxication can give a 
temporary respite from those pressures, and so 
the cycle can begin that leads to destructive and de- 

bilitating dependency. 

It is scary to contemplate that someone you love, or even you your- 
self may be struggling with addiction. Our first response is often to 
dismiss it out of hand. Classic denial. The truth is that one out of 
eight Americans struggles with alcohol and or drug use disorder. 
One of the first things to know about addiction is that it is common. 
There is nothing to be ashamed of, and there is help/treatment 
available, but you have to first acknowledge the problem before you 
can seek help. 

Maybe the most important thing to understand is that the root of 
problem is often spiritual. We yearn to love and be loved. We long to 
know God’s love and to share it. When we are unable to experience 
fulfillment from God’s love, we often turn to addictive behaviors and 
substances to fill the void. Twelve step programs such as AA and NA 
are among the most successful treatment programs and the second 
step, after “admitting that we were powerless over alcohol (or what- 
ever addiction one is struggling with)” is to believe that “a power 
greater than ourselves could restore us to sanity.” This is actually 
just classic spiritual practice, it would do us all some good to take an 
honest look in the mirror and ask ourselves what our dependencies 
are, and to instead turn to God to fulfill our hearts’ desires. 


Rabbi Josh Franklin 
Some people may think that the glamor of the Hamp- 
tons shields us from the addiction epidemics in our coun- 
try. It doesn’t, it intensifies it. Lurking under the shadow 
of COVID, addictions are a serious public health crisis. 
Addiction doesn’t discriminate, but we certainly have 
found ways to marginalize addicts, to judge them and 
make them feel less than welcome in many spheres of life. 

Judaism has little to say in our ancient literature about ad- 
diction, and how to support addicts in our community. Even in the 
scientific and medical community, addiction is not well understood. There are 
many explanations ranging from the antiquated perception that addiction is a 
moral failing. We now believe addiction to be a disease, one that is often carried 
in the genes. And there is also a narrative which believes that substances are so 
chemically powerful that if you use them enough, they will hijack your brain and 
change your neurochemistry. Author Johann Hari puts forth another important 
factor in his book Chasing the Scream; he posits that dependency is only part 
of the equation when it comes to addiction. A major component of addiction is 
lack of relational connection. Quoting the theories of Bruce Alexander, an expert 
on the psychology of addiction, he says that, “Today’s flood of addiction is oc- 
curring because of our hyper-individualistic, frantic, crisis-ridden society makes 
most people feel socially or culturally isolated. Chronic isolation causes people to 
look for relief. They find temporary relief in addiction — because it allows them 
to escape their feelings, to deaden their senses — and to experience an addictive 
lifestyle as a substitute for a full life.” If we aren’t able to find the bonds in life that 
we need, we will often find a behavior to bond with, whether it’s looking at our cell 
phones, smoking crack or gambling.” One of the best therapies to prevent and ease 

addiction, might just be to develop stronger social connections. 

Addiction support communities and rehab centers exist throughout the Hamp- 
tons. Don’t be afraid to seek help for you or a family member. There are even 
groups specifically for family members of alcoholics and addicts. If you are think- 
ing that, “This article isn’t for me, I’m not an addict,” I promise you that someone 
you know is. You might just not be aware. More importantly though, it’s our col- 
lective responsibility to destigmitize how we view and treat addiction and addicts.

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Lucille Kyvallos: 

Legendary Women’s 
Basketball Coach @ How 
She Changed the Game

- o appreciate legendary basketball 
coach Lucille Kyvallos and what 
she achieved for women in sports, you 
have to go back in time — to the 1960s 
and ’7os. 

“You know the expression ‘You 
throw like a girl?” Kyvallos tosses out 
the question as easily as she can sink a 
free throw. 

“It’s an old expression, and some of 
that still exists today,” says Kyallos, 
“but back in my day boys didn’t want 
to play with girls ... back then was 
the dark ages — you had to have dolls 
when you were a little kid, you had as- 
signed roles.” 

When it came down to Barbie dolls 


or basketball, the choice for Kyvallos- 


was Clear. 

“Basketball — I made a case for it,” 
she says, even though “walking the 
streets, people (then) were very judg- 
mental.” 

Kyvallos, was a natural athlete who 
grew up in Astoria and played on the 
multicultural street in New York City 
with.the boys. She was better in bas- 
ketball than most of her peers, female 
or male. A lot better. 

She went on to teach Phys Ed at 
Queens College where she was a fac- 
ulty member for 30 years. But it is 
her 12 years as head coach at 
Queens College from 1968 
to 1981 during her tenure 
there that cemented her 
legacy. 

Kyvallos not only 
developed the Queens 
College women’s bas-° 
ketball team where 
there hadn’t been much 
of one, she lead them to the 
championships — and in 1975, 
made history, when she brought her 
team to play at Madison Square Gar- 
den — it was the first women’s basket- 
ball game to be played in that arena. 

She has received many acknowl- 
edgements and awards in her lifetime,

including the Joe Lapchick Charac- 
ter Award in 2015, for demonstrated 
honorable character throughout her 
basketball career. Her 1972-73 squad 
was the first women’s basketball team 
to be inducted into the New York City 
Basketball Hall of Fame— where she 
herself was also inducted. 

Not only was she inducted into the 
Queens College Athletics Hall of Fame, 
in 2017 but Queens College renamed 
their basketball court Lucille Kyvallos 
Court in her honor. This summer Dan’s 
Papers was honored to present Kyallos 
with a special Out East End Impact 
Award for Lifetime Achievement and 
Inspiration. 

Today, at age 89, Kyvallos may be 
retired, but she is far from the retiring 
type. 

An avid, competitive tennis player 
who plays for the United States Ten- 
nis Association Senior League, she 
had been preparing for an interna- 
tional world tournament to be held 
this month in Majorca, Spain, until the 
USTA recently pulled all of its teams 
due to COVID concerns. 

We caught up with Kyvallos via 
phone from her home in Sag Harbor 
to talk about her career, how she broke 
the mold for women in sports and her 
insights on living a long, healthy life. 


Walk us through your ap- 
proach and your impact at 
Queens College. 

Back then there was no 
interscholastic program 
for girls in high school in 
New York City, so I didn’t 
have much to draw from 

— the Catholic schools had 
some. 
I was basically teaching the 
fundamentals and training them 
and doing all the things to make them 
competent athletes — skills, tactics 
and strategy — the way they. viewed 
themselves. For instance, ifthere was a 
loose ball and two opponents went for 
it, they would stop instead. of fighting

for the ball. I taught them to be asser- 
tive and aggressive, to work hard, to 
take responsibility, to rise to the occa- 
sion under pressure and to function as 
ateam. 


And girls and women tend to 
take a back seat in competition. 

There was a book written back in the 
1980s or ’7os for managerial women 
— From Locker Room to Boardroom 
— to me that’s a real path, learning to 
function as a team, being assertive, 
setting goals and how to achieve those 
goals. We do that now as women but 
back then in the 1960s and ’70s it was 
unheard of. 

Sex roles were assigned to us, we 
couldn't be who we really wanted to 
be — we had to break those barriers. 
What I did was I trained a team -to 
function very well and we gained na- 
tional recognition. : 


What was that path like leading 
up to the game changer at MSG? 

We presented ourselves at Queens 
College as the model for the city and 
Long Island. They had just started to 
develop high school programs for girls 
in the city and we were the model — 
the gym was packed all the time. 


In 1973 we got to the finals and lost 
to a little Catholic college (Immaculata 
College) from Pennsylvania — we were 
runners up. They were an undefeated 
team ... they were undefeated for two 
and a half years when we lost to them 
in 1973. = 

In 1975 we were invited to play at 
Madison Square Garden, which was a 
big deal. They had a collegiate program 
but (at the time) they only had men’s 
games in the Garden that drew 4,000 
people. 

When we got invited, I knew this 
was a major occurrence. I invited Im- 
maculata College as our opponent, that 
generated a lot of interest — 12,000 
people ... we beat them. And that went 
viral in the basketball world — viral all 
over the country. We had a momentum 
and generated a lot of interest and a 
lot of spectators ... and it alerted the 
NCAA — they were not happy with this 
publicity and interest. Then it really 
started to move on Title IX ... I-didn’t 
plan to change the culture and the at- 
titudes of society about sports. I was so 
driven. ... 

Back in 1973 three things had hap- 
pened — in 1972 Title IX was passed 
(ending gender discrimination in 
sports), Billie Jean King beat Bobby 
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Riggs in 1973 and in 1975 (Queens Col- 
lege) Madison Square Garden. ... When 
we were in Madison Square Garden in 
1975, Billie Jean attended that game 
— sitting in the boonies because she 
didn’t want people to know she was 
there to take away attention. ; 
When both teams came out to warm 
up, all of a sudden the lights dimmed 
and (a recording of) Helen Reddy sing- 
ing “I Am Woman” played — all those 
social and cultural changes — it was so 
loud! 


Who encouraged you growing 
up, and how did your career in 
sports develop? 

_ My mother never encouraged me, 
my father did. ... It demonstrates the 
attitudes at the time. ... 

I was a phenomenal athlete on my 
block, playing with boys all the time — 
I played on a lot of recreational teams 
in tournaments and leagues sponsored 
by PAL or the Park Department. I al- 
ways ended up as the high scorer in 
basketball ... but I never had the oppor- 
tunity to play on a girls high school or 
intercollegiate team or the Olympics, 
‘ which I probably could have done. 

 Lalways felt deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to develop my own skills and all 
this motivation poured into girls and 
- women’s sports. 
_I graduated, took a job at a high 
school on Long Island for three years, 
then went to Indiana University for 
my masters where I really learned the 
science of movement. I had the practi- 


cal experience from growing up, from . 


_ playing games with kids on the block 
— throwing, running, change of direc- 
tion, spatial perceptions — those were 
all there but when I went for my mas- 
ters, I learned the intellectual part of 
all that. ... 

In 1966 when I got to Queens Col- 
lege (after teaching at universities in 
Rhode Island and in Pennsylvania) I 
was not assigned women’s basketball, 
I started coaching in 1968. 

I coached for 12 years but I was at 
Queens College (as a faculty member) 
for 30 years. I retired in 1995. 


How have things changed? 

In the early 80s things started to 
change in the women’s basketball pro- 
gram. Division 1 schools started giving 
money and scholarships ... men finally

caught on to it and started having pro- 


grams for women. 


How do you view women’s 
sports today? 

I’m thrilled about it because young 
women, whether or not they are bas- 
ketball players or tennis players, they 
are training hard — the programs are 
more challenging and they are advanc- 
ing in their skill level. 

I think that the level of achievement 
and performance and excellence of 
these young women athletes is superb. 


When and why did you com 
out East? 

I started coming here in 1980. I 
bought my house in 1983. I felt it was 


a wonderful, charming place to be in, . 


with nature and so beautiful. _ 
I live six months here and six months 
in Florida. 


Any motivational advice for 


those who want to stay fit? 

It depends on the person. If you 
function better in a group, find a group 
to go to and workout ... toning classes 
and Zumba classes —‘I took one, not 
easy. 

’ You have to be resourceful; hook 
up in East Hampton, the recreation 
center. Pickleball — a lot of people are 
playing it; they love it. Taking walks on 
beaches, a little run here and there, cy- 


_ cling lot of things. 


I don’t eat fried foods. I eat fresh 
foods, eggs, some protein, no meat — 
just fish and chicken and a lot of salads 
and broccoli. I started doing shakes 
and I have protein powder — now you 
need carbs before working out, protein 
after. 

I find the older I get, the more I have 
to do my maintenance — the down 
side, we're not young any more. 


What’s the secret to longevity? 

I can't believe I’m going to be 90 next 
year [laughs]. I feel good. The secret for 
me is to continually work out. I have a 
trainer twice a week, I play tennis four 
times a week. I try to stay healthy, my 
biggest problem is hydration — I drink 
70 ounces of water a day. 

Longevity is really a matter of stay- 
ing active and other healthy things. If 
you are a couch potato — forget it. You 
either use it or lose it.

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How to Save on H 


omfort takes center stage each 

winter. As people look to stay 
warm, many may be quick to turn up 
the thermostat so their entire home 
is toasty warm.

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From the Courtroom, to the Mayor’s Office, to the 
Hamptons Film Festival, Randy Mastro Helps Lead 
the Way to New Beginnings

andy Mastro laughs when he recalls the night 
he saw the Oscar-winning film The Artist at the 
Hamptons International Film Festival 10 years ago. 
“I had no idea the film was in black and white and 
silent,” he says. “I remember thinking that a film 
like that would never catch on. But to this day, it re- 
mains one of the most enduring, charming films I 
have ever seen at the festival.” 
The Artist went on to garner 10 Academy Award 
nominations, winning five — including Best Picture. 
“The Hamptons Film Festival continues to grow 
in stature,” he says. “In fact, 11 out of the last 12 


years, we have screened Academy Award winners, 


including Nomadland last year.” 

Mastro has a specific pride in the success of the 

Hamptons Film Festival. For the past five years, 
he has co-chaired the major event. This year the 
festival, which runs from October 7-13, marks its 
much-anticipated post-COVID return to theater 
screenings. 

“We kept the festival alive last year with virtual 
screenings and drive-ins, but it is not the same ex- 
perience,” says Mastro. “But now we are back.” 

Mastro has been part of comebacks before. A 
partner at legendary law firm Gibson Dunn who 
has been a part of some of the most critical and 
high-profile cases, Mastro answered a call to pub- 
lic service from former New York City Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani after his victory over David Dinkins to be- 
come the city’s 107th mayor. In 1993, Mastro served 
as Giuliani's chief of staff and then served as deputy 
mayor during a time of great transformation in New 
York City. : 

“Time magazine had written a story about the 
city called “The Rotting Apple,” recalls Mastro. “We 
were seeing 2,000 murders per year. The city was in 
great decline, and it was a call to arms to help save 
the city we all loved.” 

Mastro said the administration had two priori- 
ties: Make New York safe, improve the quality of life 
and make economic opportunities available to all 
New Yorkers. 

“I have never been involved with politics,” he says. 
“I’ve been a lawyer, but my call to public service was 
profound.” 

Giuliani made a difference, and the city began to 
improve. There were historic decreases in crime, 
hundreds of thousands of private-sector jobs re- 
turned to the town, and neighborhoods across all 
five Boroughs improved. 

“Change was only accomplished through good 
government, professionalism and non-partisan- 
ship,” says Mastro. 

After four years as a public servant, in 1998, Mas- 
tro returned to his law profession at the law firm 


of Gibson Dunn. For the past 20 years, Masto has 
headed Gibson Dunn’s litigation practice group, 
which The American Lawyer named “Litigation 
Department of the Year” four out of its last six com- 
petitions and a finalist six times in a row — both 
unprecedented achievements. 

Last year, the group was again honored by the 
New York Law Journal as New York’s “Litigation 


Department of the Year.” Mastro has also served on_ 


the firm’s management and executive committees. 
These leadership roles have been proven. 

The Mastro family has been part of the Hamptons 
community for the past 16 years, and he has long 
been an attendee and supporter of the Hamptons 
International Film Festival. The festival was estab- 
lished in 1992 and is one of the most high-profile 
events in the film industry and on the East End ev- 
ery year. 

Five years ago, Mastro’s involvement in the festival 
became complete when former chairman and long- 
time friend Stuart Suna stepped down, and Mastro 
assumed the role with co-chair Alec Baldwin. 

“It takes two people to fill Stuart’s shoes,” says 
Mastro. “I love working with Alec. I always tell ev- 
eryone that I am the less-famous chair.” 

During his tenure at the helm, the festival, and 
the world, faced their biggest challenge: The CO- 
VID-19 pandemic. Although it may not have been 
the same experience, the staff and volunteers of the 
Hamptons International Film Festival worked to 
provide an event in 2020. 

“Tt was very stressful, but we were able to do vir- 


tual screenings and drive-ins,” says Mastro. “I was 
very proud of our people. We did everything we 
could to make sure everyone still had their jobs, we 
maintained our staff, and they never stopped doing 
the important work they had to do every day.” 

Some of the most notable films of the last three 
decades, from documentaries to independent films 
to big studio blockbusters, have been screened at 
the festival. Over the years, Mastro has experienced 
the magic of the festival. 

“The year we screened Searching for Sugar Man, 
I went to see the film without knowing anything 
about the story,” Mastro says about the 2012 docu- 
mentary about folk music legend Sixto Rodriguez. 

Thought to be dead for years, South African 
filmmakers set out to find out how the revered per- 
former died, only to discover him alive and well in’ 
Detroit, Michigan. 

“Just as the amazing film ends, I was thinking 
how unbelievable and uplifting the story is, and 
then the screen rose, and there. was Rodrguez, — 
who then performed,” he says. “The audience was 
exhilarated.” 

He also highlights the evening the 1982 film Vic- 
tor/Victoria was screened, and Julia Andrews was 
honored. 

“She was so incredibly charming, so warm,” says 
Mastro. “That is one of my favorite films, and that 
was a wonderful experience.” 

- This year, the festival will adhere to all COVID 


precautions. Proof of vaccination will be needed to 


attend, masks will be used, and there’s limited ca- 
pacity at the screenings and events. 

Mastro is excited about the return of the festival. 

He is also keeping a close eye on the city. Unfortu- 
nately, he sees too many parallels between the state 
of New York in 2021 and in the dark days of the late 
1980s and early 1990s. 

“This has been a tough time for the city, without 
real leadership,” says Mastro. “COVID is a major 
part of the demise of the city — but it is only a part.” 

Mastro believes that Eric Adams will bring the 
experience, compassion and empathy that is neces- 
sary to turn things around. 

“He has exactly the right measure,” says Mastro. 
“I am very hopeful for the city. But, we need to re- 
commit to bring New York City back.” 

When the first film rolls, Mastro will be thinking 
about resiliency, hard work and dedication. He has 
seen it work in the courtroom, in the halls of the 
New York City government and now at the Hamp- 
tons International Film Festival. 

“This year is a special year in the history of 
the Hamptons International Film Festival,” says 
Mastro.
